On the cover page are the memorials 
and pictures of our two great states- 
men born in February. George Wash- 
ington was born February 22, 1732, 
and Lincoln, February 12, 1809. 

Washington’s monument is 555 feet 
and 5% inches high. The interior is 
made of granite, the exterior is of 
white marble. This imposing obelisk 
is one of the loftiest structures of 
masonary in the world, which calls 
to memory our first president, known 
as the “Father of our country”. 

The imposing building, Lincoln’s 
Memorial, in the form of a Greek 
temple, was constructed of Colorado 
marble of extraordinary whiteness, 
which took ten years in the erection. 
Inside this memorial is a_ colossal 
seated figure of Abraham Lincoln. 
His Gettysburg Address is on the wall.

But now you 
can hear Sister ——- say, “Oh, I just 
cannot wear long dresses and long 
sleeves, they look tacky.” I often won- 
der if the dresses they do wear now 
look tacky to God, 

When we get willing to dress like 
Church of God people, then I believe 
God will bless us. I have attended 
our state conventions and General 
Assemblies and have seen the pride 
and fashions. It is a shame to say 
that we cannot distinguish some of 
our Church of God women from the 
world. The only difference is the 
paint on their faces. I have heard 
preachers say we do not need to 
preach on short dresses, but preach 
Christ and Him crucified. We need 
to preach more on how the women 
ought to dress. That is one reason 
our sisters dress as they do—our 
preachers have stopped saying any- 
thing about it. Come on, sisters, let’s 
put on the whole dress and enjoy the 
blessings of the Lord, 

I remember when I was first con- 
verted I went to tent meetings quite 
often. It was wonderful to see how 
the people would praise God. They 
would get right down in the old saw- 
dust and pray, not thinking more of 
their clothes than of God. But today 
I have noticed in some of our up-to- 
date churches that some of the 
brethren cannot get down on their 
knees on the nicely polished floor 
without putting a song book under 
their knees. I know God wants us to 
be clean and neat, and I believe 
Church of God people want to look 
their best, but let us remember not 
to let pride creep in until we can’t 
kneel and pray.

Forty years ago, Charles E. Park, an India-born mission- 
ary’s son, came to serve Boston’s Unitarian First Church. 

Now, at 73, Unitarian Park retires from active ministry. 
He is sometimes called the “Grand Old Man of U. S. liberal! 
pulpits.” 

“Surprisingly,” says Time, “Grand Old Man Park, unlike 
some of his Unitarian brethren is not chary of Christology. 
Says he: ‘The type of sermon I’d rather write and read than

“Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, let us have 
grace, whereby we may serve God ac- 
ceptably with reverence and godly 
fear,” Heb. 12:28, for our God is a 
consuming fire. See Deut. 4:24. This 
is a most wonderful expression; the 
most powerful words ever uttered by 
human voice. 

From the beginning of the world, 
we have learned that God is a God of 
love and in all of His dealings with 
mankind He has shown them a tender 
hand and loving-kindness. 

Joshua, in his last address to Israel, 
related to them the goodness of God, 
and His long forbearance, and also 
said, “If ye forsake the Lord, and 
serve strange gods, then he will turn 
and do you hurt, and consume you, 
after that he hath done you good,” 
Joshua 24:20. 

Ezekiel said, “But when the right- 
eous turneth away from his righteous- 
ness, and committeth iniquity, and 
doeth according to all the abomi- 
nations that the wicked man doeth, 
shall he live? All his righteousness 
that he hath done shall not be men- 
tioned: in his trespass that he hath 
trespassed, and in his sin that he 
hath sinned, in them shall he die,”

ject: “Let us have grace, whereby we 
may serve God acceptably with rever- 
ence and godly fear,” for our God is a 
consuming fire.

For the last two thousand years, 
this message of peace has been pro- 
claimed from hilltop and vale to the 
millions of the earth. Jesus died that 
we might have it.

and ushered into eternity. 

David said, “I am for peace: but 
when I speak, they are for war,” Psa. 
120:7. 

Paul looked down through the ages 
of time and said, “But of the times 
and the seasons, brethren, ye have 
no need that I write unto you. For 
yourselves know perfectly that the 
day of the Lord so cometh as a thief 
in the night. For when they shall say, 
Peace and safety; then sudden des- 
truction cometh upon them, as trav- 
ail upon a woman with child; and 
they shall not escape,” 1 Thess. 5:1-3. 

At this time, the nations are desir- 
ing to have peace and safety. The 
world would do the right thing in the 
wrong way but their way is not God’s 
way. God gave His Son and His Son 
gave His life to give us a perfect plan 
of salvation, or redemption from sin, 
and God’s servants have been faith- 
ful in giving out this great message; 
but the world has rejected it. 

God looked down through the 
channels of time and saw that the 
world would ask for peace and safety, 
but having rejected God’s plan it be- 
came an offence to God and He said, 
“When they shall say, Peace and safe- 
ty; then sudden destruction cometh 
upon them.” At this juncture, God 
introduced a new sign for the world 
to see, This sign is the day of the Lord. 

Isa. 66:15, 16 says, “For, behold, the 
Lord will come with fire; and with his 
chariots like a whirlwind, to render 


his anger with fury, and his rebuke- 


with flames of fire. For by fire and by 
his sword will the Lord plead with all 
flesh: and the slain of the Lord shall 
be many.” 

And again, 2 Thess. 1:8, 9, says, “In 
flaming fire taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that 
obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ: who shall be punished with 
everlasting destruction from the pres- 
ence of the Lord, and from the glory 
of his power.” 

The day of the Lord has been won- 
dered at in the minds of many people. 
“What will it be like? When will it be- 
gin?” It is easy to see that the day of 
the Lord begins when the world says, 
“Peace and safety,” and will continue 
until the battle of Armageddon, or the 





coming of the Lord when He comes 
in flaming fire to take vengeance on 
them that live on the earth. 

“Men’s hearts failing them for fear, 
and for looking after those things 
which are coming on the earth: for 
the powers of heaven shall be shak- 
en,” Luke 21:26. 

“And except those days should be 
shortened, there should no flesh be 
saved: but for the elect’s sake those 
days shall be shortened,” Matt. 24:22. 

Jesus said, “When you hear of wars 
and rumors of wars.”

Zeph. 1:14, 15, “The great day of the 
Lord is near, it is near, and hasteth 
greatly, even the voice of the day of 
the Lord: the mighty man shall cry 
there bitterly. That day is a day of 
wrath, a day of trouble and distress, 
a day of wasteness and desolation, a 
day of darkness and gloominess, a day 
of clouds and thick darkness.” 

Now, Matt. 24:29, 30, “Immediately 
after the tribulation of those days 
shall the sun be darkened, and the 
moon shall not give her light, and the 
stars shall fall from heaven, and the 
powers of the heavens shall be shak- 
en: and then shall appear the sign of 
the Son of man in heaven: and then 
shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, 
and they shall see the Son of man 
coming in the clouds of heaven with 
power and great glory.” 

Jesus magnifies these words very 
greatly when He says, Luke 21:36, 
“Watch ye therefore, and pray always, 
that ye may be accounted worthy to 
escape' all these things that shall 
come to pass and to stand before the 
Son of man.”

Heb. 12:25, 26, “See that ye refuse

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What Think Ye of Christ? 
Whose Son Js He? 


The above question was asked by 
Jesus Himself. He was asking the 
Pharisees, who were the most re- 
ligious people of His day, just what 
their real interpretation was as to 
just who this Messiah, the Christ, 
really was that was to come. The 
question is asked in Matt. 22:42. 

That the people were really ex- 
pecting the Messiah, or the Christ, 
is evident, because when John the 
Baptist came preaching they asked 
him if he were the Christ. John 1:19, 
20 “. . .When the Jews sent priests 
and Levites. . .to ask him, Who art 
thou? And he confessed. . I am not 
the Christ.” Also in Luke 3:15, 16 we 
read, “And as the people were in ex- 
pectation, and all men mused in their 
hearts of John, whether he were the 
Christ, or not; John answered, say- 
ing unto them all, I indeed baptize 
you with water; but one mightier 
than I cometh, the latchet of whose 
shoes I am not worthy to unloose: 
he shall baptize you with the Holy 
Ghost and with fire.” Yes, the people 
were looking for the Messiah, the 
Christ of God. 

The promise of a Redeemer was 
made from the very beginning, when 
sin came into the world. Gen. 3:15 
tells us that the seed of the woman 
would crush the serpent’s head. 

Paul, in his writings to the Gala- 
tians, makes it plain that this seed 
is not many, as seeds, but one, and 
that this seed is Christ. Gal. 3:16, 
“Now to Abraham and his seed were 
the promises made. He saith not, 
And to seeds, as of many; but as of 
one, And to thy seed, which is Christ.” 

First, the promise was made that 
the Redeemer was to be born of a 
woman; later, that He was to come 
through the family of Abraham, Gen. 
12:17. Later, it is revealed that He 
was to come from Isaac, then from 
Jacob, Esau being eliminated because 
he sold his birthright. In Gen. 49:10 
we learn that of the twelve.sons of 
Jacob, Judah was chosen to head the 
family from which Christ was to

come, In Deut. 18:15-19 we read what 
Moses had to say about this coming 
“Prophet.” That He was to come 
through the lineage of David is clear- 
ly expressed in 2 Sam. 7:12-16. In 
Isaiah we learn He is to be born of 
a virgin. In Micah 5:2 we read that 
He is to be born in Bethlehem. 

Now the Jews had all these scrip- 
tures and believed in the coming of 
Christ. That is why Jesus asked them, 
“Whose Son is he?” They told Him 
that He was the Son of David. In a 
way they were right, but in another 
sense they were not, He asked them 
if that be the case please explain how 
it was that David, in the Psalms, 
himself called Christ Lord if He was 
his own son. Psa. 110:1. They had no 
explanation, and would not after that 
ask Him any more questions. 

Have you really seriously thought 
about this question? Do you know 
why the right answer is really im- 
portant? Some may think it doesn’t 
matter, but I am sure that Jesus 
would not have asked the question 
just to confuse the Pharisees. He had 
a much more important reason in 
mind than that: it IS important 
to decide whether Christ is just a 
mere man like the rest of us, or if 
He is really divine, If David were His 
progenitor, and Joseph and Mary His 
real parents, then He would be no 
different than any of us. If, however, 
He was born of a virgin, as the Bible 
clearly teaches, and that virgin a 
direct descendant of the Davidic 
line, then we can see how He came 
through the lineage of David, and 
yet was the Son of God, as He ad- 
mitted He was many times. Yes, Jesus 
was the Son of David, on His mother’s 
side, but He was the Son of GOD on 
His FATHER’S SIDE. This unique re- 
lationship made it possible for Him 
to be the mediator between God and 
man. 1 Tim. 2:5. On His mother’s side 
He was truly a man; He was tempted 
like all of us, yet did not commit sin. 
He was subject to all the sinful in- 
firmities of the human family. He 


was hungry; He was weary and sat on 
the well; He was sleepy and went to 
sleep in the hinder part of the boat. 
In all of His life, He never once per- 
formed a miracle to bring to Himself 
physical comfort or ease. His miracles 
were all for the benefit of others, 
mostly to prove His divine power so 
that they might believe that He was 
the Christ of God. Here is John the 
Baptist’s testimony of Him, John 1:34, 
“And I saw, and bare record that 
this is the Son of God.” In verse 49 
Nathanael recognizes Him as the Son 
of God, “Rabbi, thou art the Son of 
God.” In John 4 the woman tells 
Jesus, “I know that Messias cometh, 
which is called Christ: when he is 
come, he will tell us all things.” 
“Jesus saith unto her, I that speak 
unto thee am he.” 

I could go on and tell you of the 
many places in the Bible that Jesus 
is declared to be the Son of God, 
or where He Himself said that He 
was the expected Messiah. That He 
was more than a direct descendant 
from the line of David is evident. 
He was a Son of David on His mother’s 
side, but the Son of God by divine 
conception. 

He could not be our redeemer if 
He were a direct descendant from 
Adam, because through Adam’s trans- 
gression sin passed upon all men, 
and all are born in sin. One had 
to come who had no inherent, nor 
actual sin, who could die in our 
stead and thus make the perfect 
atonement for us. Christ was that 
Sinless One. He was, is and ever shall 
be DIVINE. John tells us just why 
he wrote his Gospel (20:31), “But 
these are written, that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is the Christ, the 
Son of God; and that believing ye 
might have life through his name.” 

So it does make a difference as to 
whom you think Christ really is, If 
you think He is just a good man, 
then He cannot be your Saviour; but 
as the Son of God He CAN save 
YOU! ! 
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Altar Necessary?

Being a close observer of the minis- 
try for the last few years, I find one 
thing against some of the preachers 
nowadays, and that is removing the 
altar from the church. 

Jesus said in Matt. 5:23, 24, “There- 
fore if thou bring thy gift to the altar, 
and there rememberest that thy 
brother hath ought against thee; 
Leave there thy gift before the altar, 
and go thy way; first be reconciled 
to thy brother, and then come and 
offer thy gift.” You notice He didn’t 
say to a low handrail or banister, but 
He said altar, 

A few years ago when our now 
modern churches (as we call them) 
started in the store buildings, tents, 
and brush arbors they had the altar 
there. But since they have built those 
half-million-dollar synagogues they 
say it’s too old-fashioned to have such 
a thing in the way. I notice when 
Abram and Lot separated (Gen. 13) 
that Abram, when he came to a rest- 
ing place, built an altar. Why? To 
offer a sacrifice, and to talk to God. 
Paul said, “Present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reasonable serv- 


‘ice.” Abram didn’t need to pray 


through, still he built an altar to 
worship God. 

I may be a little old-fashioned, but 
I like the old-time altar to stay in 
the church, I met a preacher a while 
back and was complimenting him on 
the good work he had done to im- 
prove and rebuild his church. I looked 
all around and was so glad we had 
such a fine building in the Church 
of God, but one thing he had done 
was to have the altar taken out and 
a low banister or curtain rail installed 
on the platform in its place. I told 
him I liked everything he had cone 
except the taking of the altar out of 
the church. What are we to let down in 
the sight of God in doing what the 
Bible said do, “Come and offer the 
gift,” not before a curtain rail or 
banister, but at the altar. I believe 
in the old-time, God-sent, sky-blue,

angel-sought salvation that will 
cause a man or woman to really clean 
up, leave your tobbaco, card tables, 
moving pictures, beer joints, honky 
tonks. Where can we find such a God? 
You can find Him at the church altar. 
Oh, yes, I hear some of you say, I 
found Him in the corn field or cotton 
patch. I know you did, but not many 
people break down in the corn field 
and find God. It is mostly at the 
church, and if you take the mourners’ 
bench out you will have to shake 
hands with the preacher and sign a 
card for old-time salvation because 
they have taken out the altar. 


Elijah prayed a short prayer after 
he had “rebuilt” the altar which was 
torn down by the Baalamites and 
called fire down from heaven. But 
some of these weak-kneed, soft- 
pedaled, compromising preachers are 
afraid of the fire. They remind me 
of the round jelly fish in the Florida 
East Coast Canal. As long as they 
stay in the water they are round 


and pretty, but when you take them 
out and put them on the deck of 
your boat in the sunshine, they soon 
melt. As long as some fellows have 
a fine congregation and a fat salary, 
they make it all right, even without 
an altar bench, but just let him come 
out West where he has to depend on 
God for all, he will soon run to the 
altar and melt down praying for God 
to give him a ticket home where there 
is plenty of help. 

We have just closed a revival here 
in Fredonia, and the drunkards, 
thieves, and gamblers prayed through 
AT THE ALTAR. Praise God, twelve 
prayed through to victory, two were 
sanctified, two filled with the Holy 
Ghost and six added to the church. 
This is a new field work. I did the 
praying, preaching, led the singing, 
did the special singing and praying 
for the seekers, yet some preachers 
have to have a band to play for them, 
all kinds of singers and altar workers; 
oh yes, and a big salary, before they 
will consider going into a place to 
preach at a new church. I think they 
should go to the altar and pray 
through, repent of the things they 
have said and done, start preaching 
old-time holiness, regeneration, sanc- 
tification, God’s great Holy Ghost, 
divine healing, the coming of the 
Lord, and you will see the fire fall 
again. 


Chat Blessed Comforter

Text: Acts 2:17-19, “And it shall 
come to pass in the last days, saith 
God, I will pour out of my Spirit up- 
on all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and 
your old men shall dream dreams: 
And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit; and they shall 
prophesy: And I will shew wonders 
in heaven above, and signs in the 
earth beneath; blood, and fire, and 
vapour of smoke.” 

Many say they have Christ, but 
they haven’t put on Christ because 
they don’t believe the promise of 
Jesus. He said He would send another 
Comforter, which is the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. Now, the Holy Ghost 
is for them that believe. The Holy 
Ghost is promised to believers, not 
to sinners; to them who have been 


born again, according to Acts 19:1-6. 
The Holy Ghost was given as in verse 
2, “He said unto them, Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye be- 
lieved? And they said unto him, We 
have not so much as heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost.” Verses 3-6 
explain more about this. Paul ex- 
plained to them at Corinth. He was 
teaching those who didn’t know any- 
thing about the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost. They only knew they were 
baptized unto John’s baptism, but 
they said they didn’t know whether 
there was any Holy Ghost. 

The 6th verse tells us that Paul 
laid hands upon them and they re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost. As it came 
upon them they spake with other 
tongues and prophesied. Brother, 
Jesus said “to wait for the promise 
of the Father, which, saith he, ye

‘Exod, 8:28: “And Pharaoh said, I 
will let you go, that ye may sacrifice 
to the Lord your God in the wilder- 
ness; only ye shall not go very far 
away.” 


Until this time, four judgments, or 
plagues, had come upon Egypt. This 
time Pharaoh mellowed to the extent 
that he would grant deliverance on 
condition that they did not go too 
far. Such is the type of the devil; he 
doesn’t mind seeing a person merely 
reform or turn over a new leaf, as 
long as he steers clear of the blood 
seal. The enemy has hopes of this 
type returning to him and, of course, 
‘he is always ready to receive and, in 
fact, he is not often disappointed, for 
if he can get a go-easy march out of 
Egypt often the old Brown Mule, or 
Champion Scrap, or perhaps Mrs.

your religion will not spoil.” That is 
often about the conversation he uses, 
but. old-time, blood-bought salvation 
goes farther than religion and when 
old Pharaoh says, “Not so far, boy,” 
you can speak up boldly, “We will 
go with our young and with our old 
and all of our substance. Not a hoof 
will we leave behind.” 

I hear someone say, “I can’t under- 
stand you holiness folks.” Well, that 
does not cause us to wonder, for the 
carnal mind cannot understand 
spiritual things. Rom. 8:7, “Because 
the carnal mind is enmity against 
God: for it is not subject to the law 
of God, neither indeed can be.”

ing the page instead of having the 
heart washed white and taking God’s 
Word as I see it instead of “thus 
saith the Lord,” is near an end and 
the eyes that have thus been blinded 
by such theories are today growing 
more and more open to the fact that 
God is more powerful than they had 
known Him to be.

BRIEF HISTORY OF THE WORK 
IN CALIFORNIA 

Seventeen years ago Rev. J. H. In- 
gram and his family, together with 
the writer, arrived in Long Beach, 
Calif.. from Ohio, Brother Ingram 
having been sent here as state over- 
seer. At that time there was only one 
Church of God in the state, which 
was at Baldwin Park. 

Due credit should be given the 
pioneers for the church previous to 
this time and only God is able to 
give them their just reward. 

Brother Ingram labored in the state 
for five years, and many seeds were 
sown and a number of new churches 
established. The next two years Rev. 
G. W. Webb served the church as 
overseer and made many friends. 
Dear Brother Webb has gone to 
receive his reward that he often told 
us awaited all who would be faithful 
to the end. 








The following year we had Rev. E. 
M. Ellis as state overseer, Brother 
Ellis stayed with us only one year, 
but during this time he preached 
enough Bible order and Church doc- 
trine to have established the weakest 
of the weak, if they had heeded the 
message. 

For the next two years Rev. John 
E. Douglas was our overseer. Brother 
Douglas worked hard and preached 
straight, and God rewarded his ef- 
forts. 

Then we had Rev. I. L. Benge as 
overseer for the next two years. Dur- 
ing this time Brother Benge traveled 
much throughout the state with his 
wife and the Southern Quartet—Mary 
Lee (Bell) Meares, Mahdeen McCoy, 
Lochie Bryd (Whitener) Hatcher, and 
Collene (Huff) Scarboro. There was a 
great revival on during this time, 
especially among the young people. 

For the next two years Rev. J. L. 
Slay served the state as overseer. 
Brother Slay, a young, zealous minis- 
ter of the Gospel preached his mes- 
sages right into the hearts of his 
listeners. During his stay several new 
churches were established. 

Again we had Rev. John E. Douglas 
for three years as state overseer, AS 
he had served the state before and 
was well-acquainted with the work, 
upon arriving in the state he launched

day School rooms. They also have one of the very best Y.P.E.’s in the Church.

escaped not who refused him that 
spake on earth, much more shall not 
we escape, if we turn away from him 
that speaketh from heaven: whose 
voice then shook the earth: but now 
he hath promised, saying, Yet once 
more I shake not the earth only, but 

also heaven.” 

And this term “yet once more” 

signifies the removing of those things 
that are shaken, as of things that are 
made, that those things which cannot 
be shaken may remain. 
_ And again at Isa. 2:19, “And they 
shall go into the holes of the rocks, 
and into the caves of the earth, for 
fear of the Lord, and for the glory of 
his majesty, when he ariseth to shake 
terribly the earth.” 

Hag. 2:6, “For thus saith the Lord 
of hosts; Yet once, it is a little while, 
and I will shake the heavens, and the 
earth, and the sea, and the dry land.” 

All these prophecies will be fulfilled 
in the day of the Lord, which we be- 
lieve may be soon. 

There is another reference at Rev. 
16:17-21, “And the seventh angel 
poured out his vial into the air; and 
there came a great voice out of the 
temple of heaven, from the throne, 
saying, It is done. And there were 
voices, and thunders, and lightnings;

Baby- 
lon is evidently the whole commercial 
world,
